Half a million in yellow gold will arrive in 
Chicago this morning. A quarterof a mill-

Half a million besides will come in a few 
days for the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank.

This shining flood of money that every 
civilized nation under the sun _ recognizes 
as the prime unit of exchange, 


will come into Chicago inside of two weeks. 


And it is not the 
last of the flood, either, in the opinion of the 
bankers to whom it is consigned—the delight- 


ed bankers, it might be said, for in this new

Spanish Gold Coin Comes. 


The steamship Arizona arrived in New 
York from Havana the same day and brought 
$140,000 in Spanish coin. This was prob- 
ably not for Chicago, but the Néw York 
financiers who watched the tape conveying 
the news ofits arrival learned that the Illinois 
‘Trust and Savings Bank had engaged 8375. 
000 for shipment and that there 
was $250,000 engaged by  Chica- 
not given. 
The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank ordered 
$500,000 more yesterday afternoon, and this, 
gays President Mitchell, is what it all means: 

„We had to have the currency to move éut 
the wheat, corn, and provisions that foreign- 
ers want, and want badly. We could not get 
it in New York, so we have gone to 
London. It is just so much more 
money adied to our circulation and it will be 
added to the channels of trade, because it will 
be used to pay for the stuff that will be 


“+ shipped. So much new money and the further 


amounts that I doubt not will come can have 
but one effect; It will help restore confidence 
and coax money out of the places where it has 


been hidden. It will havea great effect and 
can be looked at only as presaging the dawn 


of better times.“ 
Lymen J. Gage of the First National talked

The sharp foreigner,” said he, who sees 
things selling at these prices is willing to 
bring gold over at what it costs.

Takes a Breath of Relief. 

The financial community yesterday took a 
long breath of relief. The strain which has 
been so intense for several days relaxed 
materially and there were some signs of re-

One of the chief reasons for the better feel- 
ing was found in the decided improvement in 
New York exchange. In the morning there 
were reports of exchange being offered as low 
as $35 per $1,000 discount. Before clearing 
the trading between banks was on the basis of 
$30 a $1,000. As the day progressed, how- 
ever, it was discovered that a large amount of 
exchange had been bought up by private in- 
dividuals, and there soon began almost a 
scramble for it. By the close of business ex- 
change was being bid for on 5 basis of $10 
per $1,000 discount. 

The teason .for this sudden clearing of the 
market of surplus Eastern exchange is to be 
found in the action of individuals who de- 
eided to import gold rather than stand the 
loss on New York exchange. They bought 
New York exchange here and with that bought 
cable transfers in New York and ordered the 
gold shipped. In some cases they sold the 
gold thus engaged in New York at a premium 
of 2 or 3 per cent. Such an operation as that 
Would net about 5 per cent. Others bought 
New York exchange and with that the cable 
transfers and then ordered the gold shipped 
direct to Chicago.

‘BRIGHTER TONE ON BOARD OF TRADE. 


Refreshing Return of a Confident Feeling 
in All Transactions. 


The indications of a real improvement in 
the financial and commercial world reflected 
in Wall street and at the banks yesterday 
were not less pronounced on the Board of 
Trade. The opinion was next to universal 
that conditions are brighter and the hope was 
expressed by produce merchants that business 
will ere long work into channels more nearly 
normal than those of weeks past. The ship- 
ping interests were again greatly hampered 


by the difficulty in selling exchange, but even 


this was in better rather than worse shape. 
Furthermore, merchants have in some degree 
accommodated themselves to the unusual 
conditions and in numerous instances ship 
grain and other produce to the seaboard and 
to Europe and get the currency for the same, 
ignoring entirely the New York banks with 
the burdensome exchange demanded. 

The brighter tone was discernible in the 
conversation and the countenances of the 
1,500 traders on the floor of the exchange 
rather than in ary material increase of busi- 
ness. There were relatively few outside trad- 
ing orders, nor do commission merchants ex- 
pect them for a time. Yet there was a re- 
freshing absence of the depressed conditions 
so marked for days past. The steady inflow 
of gold to America for a week, the talk of 
further engagements of this character, and a 
report that New York bankers are retiring a 
considerable part of the clearing house cer- 
tificates issued by them were all reasons for 
encouragement, The prominent houses 
which were carried down by the provision 
smash the first of the month are rather slow 
about making terms of settlement with cred- 
itors, and this excites some comment, but 
with possibly two exceptions all of the firms 
which failed expect to resume business at an 
early day. Dozens of commission houses 
obliged to suffer losses through these failures 
have quietly pocketed them, saying nothing, 
and now that inflated prices have been punc- 
tured and values settled to a level nearly nor- 
mal legitimate trade conditions are more po- 
tent. 

Some of the most conservative merchants 
on ’Change insist that the way things are now 
shaping the time is near at hand for more act- 
ive and stronger markets. They point, for ex- 
ample, to he statistical position of wheat. 
The foreigners are wanting unusually: liberal 
quantities, and the exports are the largest in 
months, even in this.last fortnight of extreme 
depression and hindrance to usual methods 
of handling the prdduct. Durmg the first 
four days of this week the shipments from the 
Atlantic seaboard were reported at about 
3.000,000 bushels wheat and flour, and there 
are demands for still more. 

The latest feature is the government report 
published last night giving the condition of 
the crops Aug. 1. This showed a further seri- 
ous deterioration in both wheat and corn, and 
suggested the necessity of cutting down 
former estimates on ultimate yield by many 
million bushels, On the curb the price was 
higher for both wheat and corn, September 
wheat selling up to 6144 cents. 

CERTIFIED CHECKS FOR CURRENCY. 
Controller Eckels Says That They Will Not 
Violate the Law. 


Burrawo, N. I., Aug. 10.—Controller of 
the Currency Eckels to whom a dispatch was 
sent by Vice-President W. P. Bard of the 
Buffalo Furnace company asking if it was 
against the law to issue checks certified to by 
national banks to be used the same as curren- 
cy in making up pay rolls, has replied that, in 
his opinion, such transaction would not 
constitution violation of Sec. 5,183, as the 
checks were issued by the depositors and not 
by the bank. As to certification of such 
check by national banks withdrawn against 
deposit to the credit of depositor he can find 
no legal objection. The reply is received 
with great satisfaction by the Buffalo bankers 
and the method of using certified checks in 
$5 and $10 amounts and currency for sums 
less than $5 is@xpected to furnish immediate 
relief. 


TO STOP THE CURRENCY FAMINE, 


Assistant-Treasurer Curtis Tells What the 
Government Is Now Doing. 

New Tonk, Aug. 10.—Assistant-Secretary 
of the Treasury W. E. Curtis has been at the 
Subtreasury all the afternoon. He had a 
conference with the Clearing-House Commis- 
sion, whom be told the Treasury De- 
partment was doing all in its power to 
bring the currency famine to an end. 
The time for delivering national 
bank notes after the receipt of applications 
forthem had been redueed from twenty to 
fourteen days and orders for them were com- 
ing in at the rate of $10,000,000 a day. The 
Subtreasury at San Francisco had been or- 
dered to send $8,000;000 in gold to the Sub- 
treasury in New York. The mint in Phila- 
delphia had been set at work coining half 
eagles for which there was a large demand. 


LOCAL CURRENCY AT DANBURY, CONN. 


Banks Will Issue Certified Checks to Be 
Used as Cash. 

Dansury, Conn., Aug. 10.—Owing to the 
scarcity of currency in the city the Danbury 
and Panquioque National Banks are 
preparing to issue local currency in 
the shape of certified checks. The 
local banks will commence to issue this me- 
dium Saturday, when they will give their cus- 
tomers half currency and the rest in certified 
checks. The checks will be issued in denom1- 
nations of $1, $2, and $5.

Committees in Charge @f the Cold Storage 
Relief Fund Take Action. 

The committees ap ted by President 
Higinbotham of the Fair and the 
eolleeted for 
the relief of the . of the flremen killed 
at the Cold-Storage fire met yesterday in the 
office of thé Mayor. There were present 
President Higinbotham, Mayor Harrison, and 
Messrs, Stewart, Billings, Wacker, and Smith. 
The plan of distribution agreed upon follows: 
The funeral expenses of the victims will 
first be paid in full, although most of them 
have been paid by President Higinbotham 
from the gate receipts of the Fair which were 
devoted to the relief fund. Then the imme- 
diate wants of the beneficiaries will be at- 
tended to. The remainder of the money is to 
be divided into four parts, three of which are 
to be used for investment in annuities to be 
paid to the several beneficiaries who are not 
of age until they may become self-supporting. 
The other portion is to be placed in some 
trust fund to be drawn upon in case of any 
emergency which cannot now be foreseen. 

No actual division was made because the 
committee did not have a complete list of 
those who are entitled to aid. Chief Swenie 
prepared a list, but it is only of the relatives 
of the firemen. President Higinbotham had 
a list made also, but this is found not to 
agree in some particulars with that prepared 
under Chief Swenie’s direction. Messrs. Bill- 
ings and Wacker were therefore named as a 
committee to prepare a list which will be ac- 
ceptable to members of both the World’s Fair 
and the Mayor’s committees. They will also 
draw up a division of the money which will 
be submitted. The division will be made so 
as to give each widow a sum of money con- 
sistent with her other resources and with the 
number of her children.

LAUNCHING OF A MONSTER STEAMBOAT. 


It Isa Product of Shipyards That Formerly 
Belonged to John Roach. 

Cuestzr, Pa., Aug. 10.—The largest steam- 
boat in the world was launched from the yards 
of the Delaware River Iron Shipbuilding and 
Engine company’s (formerly John Roach’s) 
yards this morning. It is a sister ship to the 
Puritan, Plymouth, Providence, and Pilgrim 
of the Fall River line, but a name will not be 
given it until the christening at some future 
date, when it will probably be called the 
Priscilla. The new boat is 424 feet on the 
water line and 440 feet over all, or twenty 
feet longer than the Puritan. Its hull is fifty- 
two feet six inches wide, and its extreme 
breadth over guards is ninety-three feet. Its 
iraft will be twelve feet five inches and its 
total displacement 4,550 tons. The launch 
was a successful one. The vessel will develop 
8.500 horse-power. The hull is of steel and 
there are fifty-two water-tight compartments. 
It will be finished in New York, and is ex- 
pected to be ready for service early next 
summer,

SUICIDE IN THE PARK: 


OHARLES J. EDDY, A PROMINENT 
RAILROAD MAN, SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Found by a Washington Park Officer in 
the Early Evening Dead on a Bench 
His Friends Can Assign No Sufficient 
Cause for the Crime- Held Leading 
Positions and Latterly Was Second Vice- 
President of the Reading- J. B. Vroo- 
man Takes His Life. 


Charles J. Eddy, one of the oldest railroad 
men in the West and until six months ago 
Second Vice-President of the Reading system, 
committed suicide last night by shooting him- 
self in the head in Washington Park. His 
friends are unable to assign any reason for 
his act. 

At 8:20 o’¢lock Eddy was found by a Wash- 
ington Park officer on a bench near Fifty- 
third street. His hand clutched a revolver, 
out of which one cartridge had been emptied. 

In his right temple was a bullet wound 
from which the blood was flowing. There 
was not the slightest sign of life. His remains 
were taken in charge by the Fiftieth street po- 
lice and removed to Kenney’s morgue at No. 
5205 State street. 

On Eddy’s person was found a letter ad- 
dressed to him, care of the Metropole Hotel, 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-third street. 
The hotel people were notified. 

George L. Miller, proprietor of the hotel, 
went to the undertaking establishment 
and identified the remains as those of 
Mr. Eddy. He was a regular guest at the 
hotel and a friend of Mr. Miller. He regis-

Mrs. Eddy is now at Beloit, Wis., where 

she went two weeks ago with Mrs. Joseph 
Sheppard of No. 2724 Michigan avenue. Mr. 
Sheppard is an old friend of the family and 
last night he notified Mrs, Eddy of her hus- 
band’s death. 
Charles J. Eddy was 55 years old. Fifteen 
years ago he was General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. 
From there he went to the Wabash 
system in the traffic department. Then the 
West Shore was anxious to secure his 
services and offered him the position of Traf- 
fic Manager, which he accepted. His ability 
was recognized by the best railroad men and 
he was given charge of the freight depart- 
ment of the Norfolk and Western railway 
with headquarters at Roanoke, N. 1. This 
position he held for seven years. 

A year ago Eddy was elected Second Vice- 
President of the Reading system. Six months 
ago he resigned, intending to retire from ac- 
give life permanently. 

Joseph Sheppard, Mr. Eddy’s personal 
friend, when seen last night said he could not 
give any reason for the suicide, 

„Mr. Eddy had no family.“ he said, ex- 
cept his wife. He was in no financial trouble 
as far as I know.“ 

Mr. Eddy had his own private car, which he 
used in traveling about the couatry.” 

A dispatch from Philadelphia says Eddy 
left the Norfolk and Western railroad for a 
big position, as he thought, with A. A. Me- 
Leod on the Reading. When the Reading 
collapse came Eddy was removed by the new 
managers and his position abolished. He sud- 
denly found himself on the sidewalk without 
any occupation. He had resigned a $6,000 
place for a $12,000 job. In a trice he had 
lost both places. He immediately set about 
to secure work, but he did not find any cor- 
poration that needed his services. Chagrin and 
disappointment over his bad luck no doubt 
weighed on his mind and caused him to take 


his life. 
J. B. VROOMAN COMMITS SUICIDE, 


That Is the Opinion of Officers Who Find 
Him Dying at His Home, 


J. B. Vrooman, One Hundred and Sixth 
street and Portland avenue, died last night at 
his home from a wound which it is thought 
was self-inflicted. The Kensington police do 
not entertain theories of murder. Monday 
night Vrooman, J. H. Dunlap. and Judge 
Freze had a quarrel at One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street and Shurtleff ave- 
nue. Vrgoman commenced firing a re- 
volver. Dunlap was wounded in the 
right side and Vrooman received 
a bullet in his left thigh. Vrooman was re- 
moved to the County Hospital after being 
placed under arrest, but was taken back to 
his home the next day. His wife then de- 
serted him, it is said, and this fact made 
Vrooman despondent. Last night Officers 
Hackett and Harrington of the Kensington 
Station, hearing groans as they passed Vroo- 
man’s house, entered and found him lying un- 
conscious, with blood trickling from a wound 
in his left breast near the heart. A 
pair of bloody shears was beside him. 
He expired a moment after they found him. 
The body was removed to Rolston’s Hyde 
Park morgue. Mrs. Vrooman and her child 
returned from a drive after Vrooman was 
found dying. She said she believed he had 


killed himself. 
HIS GAZE BRINGS ON A CATALEPTIC FIT. 


Spiritualist Wallace Gets the Better of the 
Hypnotist in a Contest. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 10.—[Special.]—The 
contest between Hypnotist A. J. Tyndall and 
Spiritualist Jules Wallace tonight at the 
Hagan Opera-House resulted in one of the 
most sensational scenes ever witnessed in St. 
Louis. Before the contest was concluded 
Prof. Tyndall was carried from the stage in 
a cataleptic tit, the audience was hissing Wal- 
lace and threatening violence, and Wal- 
lace sent out for a revolver 
to defend himself from the mob. 
The sensational feature came after the con- 
test had proceeded an hour anda half. Tyn- 
dall was blindfolded and rushed through the 
hall singling out subject after subject as 
Wallace had done. Wallace was on the stage 
at one side with his gaze concentrated on 
Tyndall when suddenly the latter seemed to 
become entirely at sea as to what to do next. 
He then staggered and fell heavily to 
the floor, dragging dewn with him the 
man whose hand he held, The committee 
placed on the stage began to cry that Wallace 
was acting unfairly in endeavoring to hyp- 
notize Tyndall, and yelled, “ Put him out.” 
Fhe yell was taken up by every one in the 
hall. When medical aid was summoned far 
the mind reader he was found to be in a dan- 
gerous condition. After an hour’s work he 
was restored to consciousness, but is not out 
of danger. He himself seems to expect

ONLY ONE BANK GOES DOWN YES- 
TERDAY UNDER A RUN. 


|. American National Closes Its Doors, Tem- 
' porarily, the Officers Say- Savings Con- 
cerns Require Notice of Withdrawals— 
Run Believed to Be at an End- Depos-

Nasuvittx, Tenn., Aug. 10.— [Special.] — 
Nashville today passed through a severe finan- 
cial strain. There was a run on the two re- 
maining national banks and one of them, the 
American National, temporarily closed its 
doors. The other, the Fourth National, met 
all demands, and its officers say it is able and 


The Safe Deposit Trust and Banking com- 
pany and the City Savings Bank required de- 
positors to give sixty days’ notice of with- 
drawals. 

The trouble today was caused by the sus- 
pension of the First National Bank last nut. 
At 8:30 o'clock this morning there were 
probably 800 persons congregated on College 
street, in the immediate vicinity of the Fourth 
National Bank, American National Bank, 
Merchants’ Bank, Union Bank and Trust com- 
pany, City Savings Bank, and Safe Deposit, 
Trust, and Banking company. At 8:40 
o’clock the Merchants’ opened its doors. A 
few minutes later the other banks opened. 
Depositor after depositor entered the doors of 
the American National and Fourth National, 
and the run was begun. Every check was 
paid us fast as the money could be handed 
over, After the run had been in progress 
half an hour the officers and directors of the 
American National decided temporarily to 
suspend payment. 

Then the crowd at the Fourth National, just 
across the street, was doubled. There were 
probably 200 persons in line at one time. 
Most of them were paid in silver, A large 
majority of the checks presented were for 
small sums. The bank kept its doors open 
until 5 o’clock, three hours after the usual 
time, and when the last depositor received his 
money it was estimated that only a little over 
$40,000 had been paid out. Deposits were 
made during the day as usual. e bank is 
considered perfectly safe. 

It is thought the run is over. There was 
no excitement during the day. The American 
National Bank had a large amount of money 
on hand, even more than is required under 
the national banking laws. The people who 
participated in the run on this bank were 
principally small depositors. One of the di- 
rectors estimated that there was paid out 
about $100,000, but this did not exhaust the 
treasury. As soonasthe bank was closed 
Mr. Plumlee, the National Bank Examiner, 
took charge. It is believed the bank will re- 
sume business in thirty days and it may do so 
sooner. There is no doubt of the sulvency of 
| the bank. 

At the Union Bank and Trust company, a 
State bank, there was at no time anything 
like a run. President Jones said the 
bank would continue open and pay 
all who came. He said the bank is solvent 
and can meet all its obligations. There was 
no run on the Merchants’ Bank, a State insti- 
tution. All checks were EP paid today. 
Vice-President Allen of the City Savings Bank 
says his bank is perfectly solvent. r. Fite 
said the Safe Deposit Bank was fully able to 
meet its obligations.

An interesting bit of information as to how 
the money went to Haughey’s son Schuyler 
came out today when the latter gave a mort- 
gage on his racing stable to secure -the six- 
teen personal and unsecured notes for 
$26,802 obtained in the ninety days prior to 
the failure. No trace of this money can 
found and the Haugheys refuse to explain. 
The Saturday prior to the failuré youn 
Haughey got $3,000 and that night the ban 
closed with less than $2,000 in the vaults. 
The employés understood the bank would 
suspend that day. Before Monday, however, 
Mr. Haughey raised $50,000 from the other 
clearing-house banks and it again opened for 
business. Monday young Haughey came back 
for more money and was given 85.000 on his 
individual and unsecured paper. That night 
the bank closed for good.. The racing stable 
will bring about $3,000. 

Since the bank closed there has fallen due 
$175,000 of the paper which was represent- 
ed to be good. This paper has yielded just 
$32,000 in cash, or at the rate of 18 cents on 
the dollar. 

All the funds of the Joseph E. McDonald 
estate were on deposit when the bank failed, 
Mr. Haughey being administrator. The 
widow and heirs who have been fighting over 
the late United States Senator's will have lost 
everything save a couple of pieces of property 
in this city.

An investigation was set under way, and 
yesterday the mannerin which Lockstaedt 
got the blanks was made clear. They were 
printed for him at a little primting office at 
No. 301 Thirty-first street, run by Dever & 
Wilson. The shop occupies the rear of a 
small shoe store, where the firm doesa fair 
business with a few small presses. It an- 
swered Lockstaedt’s purpose. He told the 
proprietors he needed the notes to pay the sub- 
contractors of the World’s Fair work, as he 
handled ali the Westinghouse funds. 


Hard to Please in the Printing. 


Lockstaedt was particular to have the notes 
an exact copy ofa sample he furnished for the 
first order. t after lot was destroyed as un- 
satisfactory until at last he accepted some of 
the notes which were printed in old-fashioned 
type long since abandoned by all up-to-date 
ee The first lot of but sixty copies was 
elivered last September. The second lot 
was ordered in April and the third and last lot 
only a few days before the discovery of the 
fraud. He gave instructions to the printers to 
use great care that none of the notes were 
lost, saying some one might forge his name if 
any of the blank. notes fell into dishonest 
hands. He said he didn’t understand the way 
Americans conducted business and was con- 
stantly in fear that some ‘* sharper’ would 
beat him. In short, he played the part of 
Ah Sin, the innocent, so well that he suc- 
ceeded in gaining the confidence of the print- 
ers. He was constantly in debt to them, and 
now owes them for work done in the last few 
months. 
Mr. Dever said yesterday: “I have known 
Lockstaedt asa neighbor and a customer for 
three years. I considered him perfectly 
honest though hard to beat in a deal. 
He never cared for expenses if the work suit- 
ed him. He sometimes bought new type if 
the work required something we did not have 
in stock. estarted in businessin a small 
repair shop near here. His partners used 
him badly and he set out to make the best of 
it if possible. When he got a little money he 
seemed to go crazy and was continually talk- 
ing about going back to Germany a rich 
man, 
Owes His Printers a Bill. 


„When the story of the forgery came out in 
Tue Trisune we thought we would say noth- 
ing about printing the notes, as we were 
ashamed to have been so deceived, but since 
we learned that so many others were caught 
we decided to tell the story, thinking it might 
aid in his capture. 

He sold us & small steam engine to use in 
our shop. We wrote the contract at his dicta- 
tion. He took the paper and said he would 
send us a copy later. e never got a copy 
and he got the best of us on that deal to the 
extent of $60. He beat almost every firm 
about here. There is not the slightest doubt 
that the notes used are the ones printed by 
us. There are peculiarities which can’t be 
mistaken; for instance, one of the letters 
used was imperfect and another was from 
the wrong font. I would know the notes any- 
where.“ 

It was said at the time of the exposure that 
Lockstaedt’s easy credit with bankers and 
money-lenders wag created by the fact that 
several of the notes signed Westinghouse were 
paid in Pittsburg at maturity. This 
statement was repeated yesterday by men 
familiar with the facts. This, it was said, 
yet remained to be investigated. The West- 
inghouse company to one of the swindled 
bankers denied that any notes had been 
given Lockstaedt. * 
Lockstaedt is now believed to have carried 
away $25,000 of he amount he realized. It 
is said Lockstaedt is still in the United States 
and has been located by detectives.

THE SILVERITES TALK OF A NEW RATIO. 

A legislative caucus, consisting of about 
eighty silver monometallic Demoerats, four 
or five Populists, and one Republican, 
was held in Washington on Wednesday. Their 
object was to effect a so-called ‘‘ compro- 
mise,” or a combination to block the repeal of 
the Sherman act asked for by President 
Cleveland in his special message, and this 
they hope to do by the offering of numerous 
propositions to which it will be impossible for 
the sound money men to agree. But the 
ostensible conclusion arrived at by the caucus 
is embodied in the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we will support a bill repeal- 
ing the purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
and concurrently providing for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver with full legal tender 
quality on-such a ratio as will provide and main- 
tain the parity between gold and silver. 

It will be observed that these men who 


claim to be Democratic leaders while repudi- 
ating the Democratic platform and combin- 
ing to oppose the recommendations of the 
man who was elected on it have ceased to 
worship the old fetich of “ sixteen to one, 
though little more than a week ago they 
vowed undying fealty to it and cheered Gen. 
Weaver when he said: Plant your banners at 
% n ratio of sixteen to one. The moment you 
„ weaken on that point I will leave you and 
“ advise everybody else to do the same.“ Now 
they profess to be willing to accept a com- 
promise ratio to maintain the parity of the 
metals. Is thata sincere statement? And if 
so, what ratio will they admjt to be necessary 
to preserve the parity? What is to be their 
rule in determining the parity? They do not 
propose any arrangement for preserving 
the parity by gold redemption, as is 
done now. They do not suggest the purchase 
of silver bullion at its market price and its 
coinage into legal tender money to be main- 
tained at parity by redemption in gold. Their 
plan is that of unlimited silver coinage, un- 
der which everybody would be authorized to 
send his silver bullion to the mint and have 
it coined for him into full legal tender dol- 
lars at such ratio as will provide and main- 
tain the parity.” 

The present commercial ratio is about 
27% to 1. Do they mean that? Or are 
they even willing to accept the 24 to 1 
which is being talked of by some bimetallic 
financiers in England and Mexico as the nar- 
rowést ratio under which it would be possible 
to establish bimetallism? Probably not, since 
the widest ratio named at the caucus was only 
20 to 1, which would not maintain the 
parity for a single day. 

But that 20 to 1 would give us a dollar 
worth only 73 cents and containing not more 
than 464 grains of pure silver; whereas at the 
latest quotation it requires 635 grains to be 
a full dollar’s worth. Is the blatant Vest or 
the pig-headed Bland prepared to show that 
sucha dollar would circulate side by side 
with a full worth dollar? Who or what bank 
do they suppose would voluntarily pay out 
gold doflars for a debt when an equal number 
of 73-cent silver dollars would be legal tender 
for the payment? Have not Messrs. Vest and 
Bland heard of the “Gresham law,“ according 
to which the people always want to pay in the 
cheapest money that will serve the purpose, 
and save the better for hoarding or to use 
where they can sell it at a premium over the 
other? If not, they would do well to 
study the history of silver money in our 
own country. Then they would discover that 
an undervaluation of silver by only 8 per 
cent drove out all the gold from circulation, 
and a subsequent overvaluation of silver of 
only 3 per cent completely banished the sil- 
ver dollars; so that not one of them was seen 
except as a curiosity from about sixty years 
ago down to the resumption of. specie pay- 
ments in 1879. They might also be able to 
think that a closer appreciation of commer- 
cial margins of difference would make 1 or 2 
per cent as effective in driving out one metal 
today as 3 per cent was in the first half of the 
century. Then it might not be difficult for 
them to understand that such a small differ- 
ence would suffice now to expel five or six 
hundred millions of American gold today and 
leave us with nothing better than depreciated 
fluctuating silver. 

These free silver gentlemen have yet to 
learn the fact, which ought to be self-evident, 
that parity does not mean inequaiity and that 
where the one is the other is not. If they 

could be induced to consent to begin with a 
ratio of 2744, the present commercial one, a 
further decline of one or two cents per ounce 
would destroy that parity,and similar de- 
struction would, follow an advance in the 
price of silver bullion of that amount, In 
case of a decline they would be compelled by 
the obligation of their bill to preserve the 
parity by redeeming the silver ddllars with 
gold, adopting the same method as that which 
has depleted our Treasury, according to the 
President’s declaration, of some 132 millions 
in the last three years. The only way in 
which this process could be .stopped without 
abandoning the parity would be to call in the 
last issued full weight silver dollars and coin 
them over again, repeating the ‘operation 
every time the price of silver changed to the 
amount of 1 or 2 per cent, the result being 
a constant and eternal fluctuation of relative 
value with a ceaseless but futile effort at 
great expense to remedy the mischief by a 


Ir is reported from Washington that the sf! | 


foreseen with almost startling Prepon 
present knotty difficulty and to have though 
outan efficient remedy. Adopting his plan 
we should escape the trouble and expense of 
trying to keep at par two metals which must 
relatively ftuctuate with frequent variations 
in the intensity of demand as compared with 
the supply. It would permit the fullest and 
widest use of silver as a basis for note circula- 
tion, and‘in this important respect silver 
would not suffer in comparison with gold. 
The compromise they have suggested thus far 
cannot be acceded to without bringing ruin 
upon millions, dishonoring the nation in the 
eyes of the world, and plunging the American 
people into the depths of bankruptcy and bit- 
ter depression, of which that of the last few 
weeks would prove to be only a small sample. 
Hence there is nothing for them to do but to 
agree to have the present standard of values 
preserved and to have silver used to the 
fullest extent compatible with that under the 


Windom plan. 


NOT THE TIME FOR TARIFF TINKERING. 

President Cleveland's allusion to the tariff 
might have been omitted with advantage, to 
sexy the least. His hint of a previous inten- 
tion to call Congress together in September 
to act on Democratic pledges to reform“ 
the tariff may have been inserted as nothing 
more than a glittering generality, designed 
to please the free-traders, but some of those 
to whom it was addressed may accept it as an 


excuse for not acting promptly on the finan-. 


cial question, on the plea that they would not 
thereby avoid being required to meet again 
before next December. And the effect on the 
country is likely to be the reverse of salutary. 
Unwittingly he has admitted this in the fol- 


lowing language, contained in the latter part 


of his message: 
He [the workingman] relies for work upon the 


ventures of confident and contented capital. 


This failing him his condition is without allevia- 
tion, forhe can neither prey on the misfortunes 
of others nor hoard his labor. 

No more true remark was ever uttered. The 
ventures of “‘confident and contented capi- 
tal are what furnish employment to work 
ers in city and country. But the President 
cannot deny that there is no more sure way 
of impairing this all-necessary confidence 
than by holding out a prospect of largely in- 
creased European competition for the sale of 
the products of American labor, and espe- 
gially so when that competition will be with 
goods produced by labor that is compensated 
on a far lower wage scale than the one the 
home employer has to operateon. And he 
must be well aware that the promise of 
tariff reform to which he alludes could 
not be carried out except by reducing the 
margin of protection to some if not many in- 
dustries in the United States, with the result 
of loss to the employer unless he reduces the 
pay of the workers to correspond with the 
lower prices he must expect to receive for the 
goods, 

And some of the worst effects of such a pol- 
icy are suffered in anticipation. There is a 
loss of confidence among buyers as well as 
manufacturers. The consumer who expects 
lower prices to prevail will defer purchasing 
in the hope of being able to buy more cheap- 

The retail merchant will buy as sparingly 
as possible, because he does not want the 
looked-for change to catch him witha full 
stock of goods which he must sell at reduced 
prices in competition with the new offerings. 
Then the manufacturer finds himself bare of 
orders and has to discharge workers, reduce 
wages, or stop completely, perhaps long be- 
fore the alleged reform goes into effect. 
That means the dullness of trade, diminished 
production, and scarcity of employ ment which 
involve hard times to the employed class and 
inturn cause diminished consumption be- 


cause of the inability of idle men and womemt 


to buy. The chances are that by the time the 
promised reductions in the tariff could be 
enacted by law this depression would have 
proceeded so far as to plunge the country into 
a gulf of gloom worse than any it has passed 
through in the last half century. This for the 
reason that the moment the reform seemed 
to have been decided on by the lawmakers of 
the Nation there would be no more confident 
and contented capital invested in manufact- 
uring. Confidence would be destroyed, the 
wheels of commerce be slowed down to a very 
tardy rate of movement, the busy hum of 
industry' be sunk to a mere whisper, and that 
one of discontented people working on part 
time and poor pay. 

It would be well for President Cleveland to 


take the same position about the tariff ques- 


tion that he does in regard to silver. Of the 
latter he said in his messuge that it “ rises 
above the plane of party politics.“ 
the other. It would be a sorry victory for the 
silver monometallists to gain what they are 
contending for and ruin the country. Equal- 
ly it would be a poor success for the Southern 
Democrats to carry out their tariff reform 
at the cost of stopping their manufacturing 
industries and thereby prostrating all other 
business activities. We are now too near the 
edge of the precipice to warrant the carrying 
out of the Democratic promises to reduce the 
tariff to a free trade level, whatever may be 
thought of the practicability and advisability 
of attempting it in ordinary times; and no act 
of the government should be the means of in- 
terposing a single obstacle in the way of com- 
plete recovery from partial stagnation in busi- 
ness, due to lack of confidence in the con- 
tinwance of conditions that would favor pros- 


perity. 


OHIO DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The Ohio Democratic convention, finding 
itself hopelessly divided on the silver question, 
finally fell back on the Democratic Chicago 
plank and the President’s special message and 
indorsed both of them. This was undoubted. 
ly the wisest course they could pursue under 
the circumstances. A majority of the con- 
vention were free silverites on the bogus basis 
of 16 ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold, 
when the commercial ratio’ of values re- 
quired over 28 to 1. But the large German 
element of their party would not stand the 
cheating bogus ratio of 16 to 1 and would 
have bolted the party ticket had it been thrust 
upon them by the convention. And not the 
Germans alone but many thousand American 
Democrats were opposed to indorsing a 
scheme to substitute a silver monometallism 
for the gold standard and introducing debased, 
fluctuating, light-weight silver dollars for full- 
weight, stable gold dollars. A majority of 
the delegates wanted Congress to commit 
this act of perfidy whereby certain persons 
would be enabled to cheat their laborers and 
swindle their creditors. But they dare not 
force their dishonest. ideas into the platform. 
This is what the platform says:

THE SANDBAGGING BY RAILROADS CON- 
TIN 


At the recent meeting of the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the various association lines 
east of Chicago there was the customary 
amount of talk and wrangle and the usual ad- 
journment without doing anything, from 
which it would appear that they propose to 
continue sandbagging the Fair and garroting 
their own business. In explanation of the 
action of the New York Central in discontinu- 
ing four of its trains between New York and 
Chicago Mr. Chauncey Depew says: 

We are now running thirteen daily through 
trains between New York and Chicago: Our 
train service was increased partly to meet the 
supposed World’s Fair demand. After the bad 
day in Wall street, when prices went to pieces, 
the through travel fell off 25 per cent. Curious- 
ly enough our passenger earnings exceed those 
of last year, because the local travel and that to 
intervening points has been increasing. The fall- 
ing off in Chicago travel indicated thit men of 
family were afraid to be away from their busi- 
ness, if they had any, or away from their invest- 
ments if they had no business. The Exposition 
flyer, on which the price is highest and the speed 
quickest, carried prior to that day its full capac- 
ity of ninety passengers. Its average fell off to 
less than one-half that number. We can take off 
four trains each way and perfectly accommodate 
our local and through travel on the trains now 
running. 

If Mr. Depew had been making an argu- 
ment for low rates, the low rates which long 
ago he promised should be forthcoming, he 
could not have stated his position with greater 
force than he hasin the above declaration. 
He could not have put the outcome of greed 
more clearly. The reason why his trains and 
trains in other directions are running half full 
may be found in their blind greediness. 
Apparently they prefer to run half empty trains 
at a high price rather than crowded trains ata 
low rate. It shows that they don't care for 
the Fair or its success. They are unpatriotic, 
for this is a national not a local Fair, They 
are also desperately and utterly selfish. When 
the people put their money into the Fair so 
liberally they naturally supposed that the rail- 
roads would do all in their power to bring 
people to it. 
the railroads would sandbag the Fair they 
would not have risked their money. There 
would have been no Fair. They supposed that 
the roads would be generous, liberal, and pub- 
lic-spirited and do all they could to make it a 


success, but now three months have gone and 


the roads continue their sandbagging poli 
and their managers, who are reputed to 
sound, conservative, clear-headed business- 
men, shut their eyes as blindly as bats to the 
fact that for ninety days past the times have 
been growing harder and harder and that it is 
extremely difficult for the people to raise 
money with which to get to the Fair. If the 
times had not been hard they might have 
charged six cents a mile. It would have been 
no worse than charging three now. They ap- 


parently take no account of the difficulty of 
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If they had once imagined that. 


They nearly have sinned away their day 
grace. 


CLEVELAND FOR SOUND CURRENCY. 

The President’s special message, advocat- 
ing a sound and stable currency for the peo- 
ple of the United States, hits the right nail on 
the head and drives it home. He claims they 


are entitled to money that is recognized as 


such in every exchange and in every market 
of the world. He holds that their govern- 
ment has no right to injure them by financial 
experiments that are opposed to the policy 
and practice of other civilized States, nor is it 
justified in permitting an exaggerated and un- 
reasonable reliance on our national strength 
and ability to jeopardize the soundness of the 
people's money. He says truly that the mat- 
ter rises above the plane of party politics, as 
it vitally concerns every business and calling 
and enters every household in the land. 
Under unsound financial conditions the 
speculator and the capitalist may find profit 
in the fluctuations of values, but the wage- 
earner is practically defenseless. He is the 
first to be injured by a depreciated currency 
and the last to receive the benefit of its cor- 
rection. The worker depends for employ- 
ment upon the ventures of confident and con- 
tented capital. If this fail him his condition is 
without alleviation, for he can neither prey 


on the misfortunes of others nor hoard his 


labor. On this point the President quotes the 
following language of the great Daniel Web- 
ster, uttered by him more than fifty years ago 
when a derangement’ of the currency had 
caused commercial distress: 

The very man of all others who hasthe deep- 
est interest in a sound currency and who suffers 


most by mischievous legislation in money mat- 
ters is the man who earns his daily bread by his 


daily toil. 

And while emphasizing the fact that these 
words are as pertinent now asthe day they 
were first uttered the President reminded 
Congress that it is of the highest importance 
to give at once such relief as that body can 
afford. He quotes as directly applicable the 
maxim, He gives twice who gives quickly,“ 


and reminds the silver obstructionists that 


every day’s delay in removing one of the plain 
and principal causes of the present state of 
things enlarges the mischief already done and 
increases the responsibility of the govern- 
ment for its existence—this responsibility be- 
ing none the less though the embarrassments 
from which the business of the country is suf- 
ering may arise as much from evils appre- 
hended as from those actually existing. 

It cannot be stated too strongly that the 
working classes are now suffering severely 
from the depression due to fear of a depre- 
ciated currency and that they would be the 
greatest sufferers by the far worse conditions 
that must ensue if those fears are realized. 
This should be plain to every thinking man, 
and being so it ought to be evident that those 
members of Congress who on any pretext re- 
fuse to vote for the repeal of the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman act and to strengthen 
the redemption fund are deadly enemies of 
labor and of the enterprise of capital which 
gives employment to labor, and therefore ene- 
mies of the public good, 


MUSIC AT THE FAIR. 

Mr. Thomas has resigned his position as 
director of music at the World’s Fair. He 
has done so manfully and without any reply 
tothe mean and malignant personal abuse 
which has been heaped upon him for a policy 
for which he was not responsible. If there 
be any sense of justice or fairness in this 
community there will bea reaction in his favor 
against this unexampled persecution. The 
contracts with his magnificent orchestra have 
been canceled. The music halls will be 
closed or used as bazdars. The latter course 
should be adopted, as it will be a shame to let 
these buildings lie idle, The engagements 
with foreign musicians and with choruses in 
different parts of this country also have been 
canceled. There is now nothing left of the 
Bureau of Music except its choral director, 
who has no chorus to direct, its Secretary, 
who has no duties to perform, and a mute or- 
gan, which might as well be locked up. The 
wreck of the bureau is as complete as its worst 
enemies could have desired. 

It is now proposed to substitute brass bands 
and the Midway Plaisance-cucophony. It is 
intimated by some of the directors that the 
money which has been spent upon the bureau 
can be employed in these directions. it must 
be remembered, however, that music now i3 
free &nd will not bring in a cent of revenue, 
and that if the same amount of money is to 
be spent it will be difficult to reduce expenses 
unless brass bands are to attract a great num- 
ber of people. This is problematical, In any 
event it will require some astute financiering 
to improve the situation from a financial 
point of view, if the same amount of money is 
to be expended as heretofore. If there is to 
be any retrenchment these big, expensive 
bands must not be employed. The cheap 
bands will do just as well. If, as the advocates 
of popular music claim, the people want Ta- 
ra-ra, Boom-de-ay and such, cheap bands can 
play this class of music just as well as expen- 
sive bands. It is time now to cut the cost of 
music down to the lowest possible figures com- 
mensurate with what the people want. The 
stockholders and bondholders will not tolerate 
any further extravagance for music. Mean- 
while, Mr. Thomas retires with the good will 
and respect of every lover of music, He has 
done his work faithfully and well. He has 
brought his orchestra to a pitch of perfection 
which may challenge the world. His three 
months’ work will show itself when he comes 
to give his regular orchestral concerts next 
fall, In that there is some consolation. 


WISCONSIN ALWAYS A SOUND MONEY 
STATE. 

A dispatch in yesterday’s paper reads thus: 

MruwavuKes, Wis., Aug. 9.—{Special.}—The 
Merchants’ Association is receiving back in large 
numbers petitions circulated throughout the 
State asking the repeal of the silver purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law. Thus far petitions 
with over 125,000 signatures have been forward- 
ed to Congressman Somers at Washington. 

Wisconsin cast about 372,000 votes last 
fall, so that this showing of 125,000 peti- 
tioners up to date is a very good one. The 
number will be doubled in a short time. 
Weaver only got 10,000 votes in Wisconsin 
and his free silver notions have gained no 


strength there since last fall, but have lost 


ground. 

The State is and always has been an honest 
money Commonwealth. That is due largely 
to the make-up of its population. Milwaukee 
is pecuharly a German city and that nation- 
ality is very strong in other parts of the State. 
The Germans have never been given to finan- 
cial heresies or wildcat money. The green- 
back craze did not affect them. Not given to 
speculation, but getting rich by economy, in- 
dustry, and by saving up something out of 
their weekly or monthly earnings, they have 
always wanted the money of the country to 
be at par so that their savings never would 
depreciate in value. 


The Scandinavians, another large and im- 


portant element of the population of Wiscon- 
sin, brought with them from their homes in 
Northern Europe a fixed belief in gold money 
which did not have a fluctuating, depreciat- 
ing, uncertain value. They liked to know al- 
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chasing value of 100 cents one day and of 80 
the next and 54 cents later on. The 
Scotch, who had considerable todo with the 
financial history of the State, were conserva- 
tive men and the men of American birth who 


were prominent in business affairs were gen- 


erally cautious New Englanders, brought up 
in a section where the currency, was generally 
good, even when it was bad elsewhere, and 
who had no affection for an unstable circulat- 
ing medium. 

It is a curious fact that the wild financial 
delusions which have afflicted this country 
have raged the worst in the most purely 
American districts. That was the case with 
the greenback craze and it is the case now 
with the free silver madness and fiat Populist 
foHy. Those who sometimes make illiberal 
comments on Americans of foreign birth 
should give them credit for their unfaltering 
devotion to honest money. 


* GOLD FROM EUROPE TO CHICAGO. 
The order for $500,000 in gold to come 
from Europe to a leading packer in this city 
is explained easily. The money will come 
here in payment for meats sent abroad. The 


people on the other side of the Atlantic who, 


buy our meats and grain have to pay for the 
produce in gold, or in paper that will be hon- 
ored by redemption in gold the instant that is 
asked for during business hours at the bank. 
So they would just as lief send the gold direct, 
when saved the trouble of the dperation, as to 
pay it into bank there to be credited against 
some other business while the account is 
passed through the exchange mill. The ex- 
change market is a great convenience to ex- 
porters and importers, but when it becomes 
badly hampered by the action of bankers on 


our seaboard, who do not find it convenient 


to forward the money to the people who sell 
the goods, it can be dispensed with if the oper- 
ation be of sufficiently large volume to war- 
rant the direct movement of the money from 
the European buyer to the American seller. 
That is the case in this instance, and donbt- 
less the example will be followed by others 
unless there be a speedy let up in the artificial 
conditions of the exchange market on our 
Atlantic coast. For the material cannot be 
had without paying for it, and that in money 
acceptable to the seller. Otherwise it might 
become a question between rotting crops in 
the United States and wholesale starvation in 
Europe. ; 

There is room and opportunity for a great 
extension of the plan of work introduced by 
Mr. Armour, The people of the old world are 
in want of food and feed toa much larger ex- 
tent than usual, Their grain crops are short 
because of the extraordinary drought, and the 
root and grass crops are so scanty from the 
same cause that many thousands of animals 
have been killed prematurely and feed is being 
imported to keep the rest alive. The United 
States will be called upon to supply wheat, 
flour, corn, oats, hay, and other material in 
vast quantity to consumers on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and the present need is go ur- 
gent that there. should be little difficulty in 
opening up direct communication with nu- 
merous firms which hitherto have been dealt 
with through the medium of the New York 
exchange houses, Many millions of dollars 
would be sent here direct, in gold, if it were 
understood by the senders that it would be to 
their advantage to forward the gold to the 
men who have for sale the property they want 
for distribution to consumers. Now is the 
time for Chicago produce merchants to send 
offers by cable based on the proposition that 
the men accepting them will take the proper- 
ty and pay for it with gold sent direct to the 
seller, 


IGNORANCE AND FOLLY. 

It is stated that the employés of the South 
Side Street railroad company have requested 
the Chicago Congressmen to vote for the free 
coinage of sixteen to one silver dollars. That 


1 illustrates the depth of their ignorance, With 


free coinage the dollar in -which their wages 
were paid would be worth not over 60 cents. 
It would not buy more than three-fifths as 
muchas before. As a consequence prices 
would rise. Were flour sellingfor $5 the 
grocer would mark it up at once above $8. 
Every man who could would put up the price 
of the commodity he sold, demanding ten 
light-weight dollars where he used to get six 
of the full value ones. But the street car 
company could not do that. Its charges are 
limited by law. It could get only five cents, 
though the nickel paid it vould be worth 40 
pet cent less than it was. Being unable to 
raise its rates,as storekeepers would, the 
company would have to make good its losses 
in another way. Of eourse the first effect of 
the drop to the silver standard would be that 
while the wages of the men remained un- 
changed nominally their purchasing power 
would be cut down 40 per cent. The men 
would ask for an increase at once so that the 
purchasing power of their wages might be 
what it used to be. But the company could 
not and would not comply with their demand. 
The saloonkeeper, getting more cheap nickels 
for his beer, could afford to pay more cheap 
nickels to his barkeeper. The street car com- 
pany receiving a cheap nickel worth three 
cents where it used to get one worth five 
cents would insist that its men should take 
for their work as many 60-cent dollars as they 
used to get 100-cent ones. If the men would 
not consent they would be dismissed and 
would have to hunt for some other job. The 
street car wage scale would be kept down till 
the companies were authorized to charge eight 
or nine cents for a ride, Cannot the con- 
ductors and drivers understand that?

DISEASE SAME AS EGYPT’S PLAGUE. 


Dangerously Prevalent Among Illinois Cat- 
tle- Man May Catch It. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
The State Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers has just returned from an investigation of 
the destructive disease which has recently 
played havoc with horses, cattle, and sheep in 
Southern Illinois. The disease has been most 
prevalent in Clay, Edwards, and Wayne Coun- 
ties, where fully 500 cases have been report- 
ed. Dr. Trumbower, State Veterinarian, 
pronounces the disease anthrax, supposed to 
be caused by a vegetable poison on 
some species of plants. The epidemic 
seems to be extending in a southeasterly 
direction. The disease is believed by many 
to be nothing else than the plague of ancient 
Egypt. Itis communicable to man and is 
highly infectious. Flies lighting on a carcass 
— carry the plague to live animals. In 
most of these cases in Southern Illinois the 
carcasses have been either buried or dumped 
into a stream, and it is said the disease is 
spreading this way. When a carcass is 
buried the ground above it will soon 
become filled with worms, which 
communicate the 2 The only safe way to 
dispose of the dead bodies is to burn them 
and Dr. Scott, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, will next week accompany the Com- 
missioners to the infected districts and en- 
deavor to have all carcasses cremsted. The 
malady affects the throat and lungs and ani- 
mals succumb to it quickly. With man, 
when the disease is communicated by a fly, it 
takes a form resembling blood poisoning. The 
human patient will probably recover with 
proper treatment.

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GOV. ALTGELD ASKED TO OONVENE 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


Provision Should Be Made at Once, So 
Some of the Leaders of Trades Unions 
Hold, to Supply Work for the Unem- 
ployed=Varying Views as to the Num- 
ber of Idle Men at Present in Chicago 
and the Necessity of Extending Public 
Assistance. ' 

Gov. Altgeld is being urged by labor men 
to call an extra session of the Illinois Legis- 
lature, the chief object of which will be to 
consider some method to provide immediate 
employment for the thousands of working 
people who are idle because of the financial 
trouble. He will not express an opinion on 
* matter, but merely says he is considering 
t. 

The New York Herald of Aug. 9 proposes 
that ‘** inasmuch as Congress caused the finan- 


mills, shutting down factories, and throwing 
thousands of workingmen out of employ- 
ment, it should now come to their aid by 
making an appropriation to relieve their dis- 
tress. 

The Herald says: 

Hosts of wage-earners are idle in every branch 
of trade and industry. Workingmen are suffer- 
ing everywhere from loss of employment and 
3 — entailed on them by the baneful operation 
of the Sherman silver purchasing law. It is suf. 
t on the masses through no fault of 
theirs, but by the suicidal legislation of Congre 
and the prolonged refusal of that body to re 

It is right and just that Congress should 
this extraordina emergency relieve 
suffering brought on unemployed 
rners by unwise legislation. 
of the useless silver piled up in the Treas- 
ury through the operation of the Sherman law 
could not be put to a more timely or needful 
use than the relief of distress ithas caused. Let 
Congress make an appropriation to aid suffering 
workingmen thrown out of employment. We be- 
lieve the country will indorse t as a wise, 
bumane, patriotic act. 

A reporter for Tun Trirsunz called on a 
number of representative labor leaders and 
asked for estimates as tothe number of idle 
men in the city, also their opinion of the Her- 
ald’s proposition that Congress should in- 
augurate great public improvements in order 
that labor may be given employment. The 
answers to these questions widely differ: They 
follow: 

Walter M. Groves, President of. the Sailors’ 
Union—I know but little of the unemployed ex- 
cept as to those of my own union. ere are 
practically no non-union men here, employed er 
unemployed. There are few idle union men. 
am opposed to legislative charity for labor. If 
public buildings, improvement of rivers, roads, 
and such pt are needed let them be done as a 
matter of public business or necessity; if they 
are not needed it is impalitic and wrong to have 
those things done in order that labor may be kept 
busy. The hard times are the result of the reck- 
less extravagance and misrule of the Republican 
party for thirty years. Give the new Democratic 
administration time to get fairly seated in the 
saddle and it will bring back good times. 


Congress Should Extend Aid, 


L. T. O’Brien, President of the Retail Clerks’ 
Association: I don’t think Carter Harrison is 
far wrong in saying that there are 200,000 people 
out of employment in Chicago. Congress should 
not only appropriate money toward public 
works so as to give labor employment, but in our 
own State Gov. Altgeld should call a special 
session of the Legislature and take steps toward , 
the expenditure of money on the public roads. 
This was spoken of before election, but was for- 
gotten afterward. Such action would empty the 
city of unskilled laborers and thus take them 
away from competition with skilled mechanics. 
Then the last named would receive decent wages. 

Fred Doen, ex-President of the Architectural 
Ironworkers’ Union: There are about 150,000 
unemployed men in Chicago. Congressional aid 
should be given to mechanics out of employment 
in large cities. 

A. P. Russell, ex-President and Business 
Agent of the Building Trades Council—There are 
85,000 unemployed men in Chicago. I have an 
excellent opportunity for knowing, as I am trav- 
eling around every day. There are always from 
5,000 to 10,000 idle men in thecity. There are 
many who are neveremployed. They manage to 
promenade from cradie to grave without em- 
mormon. There are a at number of la 
uildings to be put up in Chicago this fall. The 
World's Fair brought many mechanics here, but 
they have gone, as there was but little work for 
them, the local supply having filled that demand. 
It would be a g thing, of course, if Congress 
by appropriations for public works would give 
— 1 ats employment to labor, but I do not ex- 

it. 5 

Thomas Griffin, President of the Horseshoers’ 
Union—One-sixth of our men in Chicago are idle. 
Those about the quarries and lumber-yards are 
being laid off because of slack business in 
building lines. I would give no estimates on 
other trades. I would favor government appro- 
priations to public works for the unemployed if 
any assurance could be given that the work 
would not be placed in the hands of one man 
who would steal everything that is not bolted 
down and that he would not import a lot of 
vicious 223 and criminals from Europe to do 
the work, tothe exclusion of American citizens, 
as they have done on the drainage canal in 
Lilinois. 

Ed A. Meagher, ex-Treasurer of the Carpenters’ 
Council, Treasurer of Carpenters’ Union No. 28— 
The number of men idle is not so large as some 
estimate, but they are getting hungry. There are 
probably 80,000. There's not a third of the car- 
penters nor one fourth ofthe bricklayers, nor 
one third of the painters, nora third of the mill 
hands, teamsters, or packinghouse men. I hear 
there are 150,000 idle men atthe packing houses. 
The government should make appropriations for 
harbor and river improvements, States should 
erect public buildings, counties should improve 
the roads and replace rotten culverts by sound 
ones, cities should clean streets and alleys, per- 
fect drainage and sewer systems and labor should 
be given work. Imported contract and convict 
labor should be shutout. It’s better, too, to 
employ 3,000 men building a new Postoffice in 
Chicago than it will be to hire scores of men to 
dig the graves of those who will be killed by the 
old ruin — f 

W. Perkins, President of the International 
Union of Cigarmakers— There are not over 50,- 
000 idle men here. There are always10,000 to 
20,000 unemployed in Chicago. Those who place

M. J. Carroll, editor of the Kight-Hour Herald 
—There are not more than a third of the mem- 
bers of the 981 — Union in Chic now 
at work. I think the same proportion will hold 
true with other trades. If matters continue as 
they have been something has got to be done in 
Chicago or the chances are that within 
sixty days matters will come to a climax.

The fact is our American cities have as good gov- 
ernments as they deserve. We shall never have 
a decent government in this great city until we 
face the problem squarely and honestly. The 
problem is due to an unwil. ess on the part of 
175 — majority of our citizens to do their pub- 

uty. 
No Sense of Public Duties. 


People nowadays are not only devoid of moral 
sense in public matters, but have even lost the 
power of ordinary judgment as rega public 
service and public duties. We actually do not 
know when a public or semi-public service is de- 
cently rendered. For instance, a railroad is a 
semi-public institution, a corporation created by 
the law and r to it important 
public rights, as of eminent domain, the 
right of way on the public streets, and is sup- 
posed to be not less for the public accommoda- 
tion than forthe gain of the stockholders. Go 
with me this afternoon to the public streets of 
this city or to one of our great railroad stations 
and I will show you a daily miracle that seems 
more strange to the man from the Continent 
of Europe than all the miracles of 
the New Testament. We see there one 
hundred business-men going home from work. 
Perhaps not one of the hundred would allow his

If Judges were permitted to instruct on facts 
as wellas law,asthey doin England, American 
as well as English juries would sometimes 
bring in intelligent verdicts. Under the sys- 
tem of charging juries only on the law the 
criminal was doubly armed, for the best 
speech won the verdict. J. B. Heiskell, ex- 
Attorney-General of Tennessee, spoke of the 
conflict of State and Federal court decisions. 
Judge Gary and Judge Simeon E. Baldwin of 
New Haven, Conn., also read papers.

As to Mr. Windom’s Silver Policy. 


BuRLINGTON, Ia., Aug. 7.—[Editor of the Trib- 
une. Tun Trisune has recently repeatedly and 
mephatically commended Secretary Windomes 
recommendation for dealing with the silver ques- 
tion, which in the Secretary's own words was as 


follows: 

Issue Treasury notes against deposits of 
silver bullion at the market price of silver when 
deposited payable on demand in such quantities 
of silver bullion as will equal in value, at the 
date of presentation, the number of dollars ex- 
pressed on the face ofthe notes at the market 
price of silver, or in gold, at the option of the 
government, or in silver dollars at the option of 
the holder. Repeal the compulsory feature of 
the present coinage act.“ 

Mr. Windom anticipated various ‘objections to 
his ott pve and attempted to show that none 
of them was fatal to its prospective usefulness. 
The most serious of these objections was the as- 
serted possibility of an undue and dangerous in- 
crease of the currency and that we might be 
flooded with the world's excess of silver. His 
conclusion from various statistics introduced 
was that the annual product of silver the world 

not exceed 142,000,000, of 
only 551,000, 00 in coinage 
fell to the United States. This 
was d upon the production of silver for the 
year 1888, and the $51,000,000 remained after 
subtractions for use in other countries and in the 
arts. Accord to the last report of the Director 
of the mint world’s annual production of 
silver has increased from $140,706,000 in 1888 
to $196,605,200 in 1892. Free coinage has been 
stopped in India. No new market bas been open- 
ed. If the same calculation were made now that 
Mr. Windom made five years ago the surplus 
— sige that would annually fall to the United 
tates would be fully —— Menge nder this 
policy, then, we should now be annually adding 
to our currency, from this source alone, from 
fifty to one huudred millions of dollars, in gold 
value. This would be in the form of silver notes. 
The silver itself would be added to the great 
mass now heaped up in Washington. And this 
calculation, you observe, only takes account of 
the new silver. The amount might and probably 
would be vastly increased by the old stock sold 
off by other nations as they, one after another, 
adopt the gold standard. We should simply be 
the depository for the world's stock of surplus 
silver. What we have on hand now is giving us 
a heap of trouble. How would our circumstances 
be improved by adding to the store? 

lf Tas TRIBUNE can show that the result of the 

Windom pottes would be to reduce our stock of 
silver and increase our stock of gold, will it be 
kind enough to do so? It may have done this 
heretofore; if so I have overlooked it. My own 
judgement is and has been for years that the pur- 
chase and piling up of great masses of silver in 
Washington isthe monumental blunder of the 
century. The time is ripe for stopping the silver 
foolishness and for returning to a sounder policy. 
We should make the best of a bad bargain; dis- 
08e of our surplus silver, beginning with the 
bullion, on the best terms we can get, stock up 
with gold in the wisest way that can be devised, 
and let the world know that, unless it joins us, as 
to the silver business, we are no longer “in it,” 
only to the extent that our people will take and 
use the coin. Of course we should continue to 
use it largely asa subsidiary coinage, but not as 
a principal metal, OHARLES BEARDSLEY. 


REPLY. 

When Mr. Windom proposed his silver plan in 
the fall of 1889 he began with the words The 
problem presented for our consideration and 
which demands the action of Congress is not 
which motal shall we use, but ‘how shall we use 
both? Mr. Windom was a bimetallist, neither a 
gold nora silver monometallist. He wanted to 
use silver as a money metal, but he wished to do 
so with safety. He did not want to throw away 
the gold standard for a silver one. 

Therefore he was opposed to free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, for that would have driven 
out gold. Nor did he believe in free coinage at 
any fixed ratio because he knew that the only 
true ratio was the commercial one, but that it 
varied from week to week or month to month so 
that if Congress were to adopt by law the com- 
mercial ratio of today the legal and commercial! 
ones would coincide for only a day, a week, ora 
month. And then a new ratio would have to be 
fixed and all the silver dollars would have to be 
recoined. It wasclearly impossible, he saw, to 
coin dollars on the commercial ratio, for those 
coined in January would have either more or less 
silver in them than those minted in February or 
March. 

He saw but one way of using silver with safety 
in its bullion form. That way was when the 
bullion was bought to pay for it in notes repre- 
senting the gold value of the bullion at that time.

ion of silver pow in use will have to suffice for 
the present. Tun Tereune is for more gold and 
more silver at a true parity. If the latter cannot 
be secured then it is for more gold. 

The only questionable point about the Windom 
plan is this: Would the amount of silver bullion 
deposited yearly be so great and the volume of 
notes issued for it so large as to increase the cur- 
rency beyond the demands of the people. thus 
causing either overspeculation or the withdraw- 
al from circulation of some other form of money? 
It is not likely that either would happen. The 
rapid growth of the country calls for large yearly 
additions to the circulating medium, and while 
much silver would go into the Treasury the least 
tiom that the commercial value of silver 
bullion was going up would lead to the with- 
drawal of great quantities, thus reducing the cir- 


culation. 

Congress has the power to decide. If it adopts 
the Windom plan Taz Trreune will feel that it 
has acted wisely. If it refuses to adopt it, think- 
ing it unsafe, then Toe Trrsune will insist that 
it try no other ‘plan to utilize more silver but 
confine itself to keeping at par that which the 
country has now in use.

hese dollars are hollow and are equipped with 
a plug or valve similar to the valve on a pneu- 
matic tire. 

The net weight of this dollar is, in grains, no 
greates than what the highest price of silver for 

ty years past would require to make it intrin- 
sically worth the present United States dollar. 

The receptacle in it large enough to ailow the 

storage ofenough silver to make it equal the 
same gold dollar when silver would be worth not 
more than 25 cents per ounce. 
Then establish all over the United States ad- 
judicating ces, where, on the first of every 
month and as long thereafter as the work re- 
quired, all those who wanted the silver dollars 
in their possession to actually equal in intrinsic 
value a gold dollar at that time could present 
them and have them filled up or emptied out to 
suit the relative price of silver and gold. 

You can readily see in this ‘‘ compensating dol- 
lar“ plan an absolute certainty of keeping the 
silver and gold coins at a parity regardless of 
how much silver is mined or what the fluctua- 
tions in price may be. The only objections to 
this plan is that when silver was high rogues and 
dishonest people would empty the dollars them- 
selves, but when cheap and they required filling 
let the government do it. Still this might be 
prevented by having a sort of combination lock 
on the valve.

Dollar Silver Bonds. 


CuicaGo, Aug. 8. [Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Il would respectfully suggest forthe considera- 
tion of financiers that the silver bullion now 
lying idle in the United States Treasury be 
coined into dollar bonds, each containing from 
seventy to ninety cents’ worth of silver metal, 
payable in silver at market value for metal, mint- 
age added, less loss by wear from circulation, in 
thirty-three and one-third years, interest at 3 per 
cent per anhum added. That these bonds be sold 
in Europe and at home for gold and exchanged 
for our port bearing bonds, no more of the lat- 
ter to be issued we can avoid it. The 
idea is to have our silver absorbed by income-re- 
ceiving people so as to free our temporarily 
glutted market and make silyer scarce and in de- 
mand for money purposes. These dollar bonds 
can be soid| to small investors, hoarders, and 
capitalists, and can be circulated by certificates 
and otherwise. The holder has the promise of 
the government and cash in hand for nearly.their 
face value to use as money if needed, and a good 
prospect fora heavy. advance in metal silver.

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FRED ROOT IMPALED. | 


SHAFT OF A HOSE OART PIEROES HIS. 
‘BODY, CAUSING DEATH. 


Chief Deputy Clerk of the United States 
Cireuit Court Receives Fatal Injury 
While on the Way to the Office-Fire 
Department Apparatus Runs Down the 
Car Upon Which He WaseMen and 
Women Jump for Their Live- Valu- 
able Man in the Federal Building. 


Frederick A. Rook, for many years Chief 
Deputy Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Court, met a terrible death yesterday morn- 
ing while on his way to the office: 

At S o’clock Mr. Root left his home, No. 
496 Jackson street, and boarded an East 
bound Harrison street car and began to look 
over the morning papers. Before Aberdeen 
street was reached the car was crowded. 

Suddenly from the south came the clang 
of a fire gong. The driver of the street car 
did not heed it at first. Then the warning 
cries of passersby caught his ear. He turned 
and saw a hose cart, the horsé at a gallop 
bearing down upon him, The passengers’ bo- 
gan to leap from the car and the driver, all 
too late, pulled his team hard about at right 
angles to the car. Mr. Root, meanwhile, 
kept his seat, fright apparently depriving him 
of power to move. Sylvester Leser, the driver 
of the hose cart, did his best to turn his team, 
but it was impossible. The horse fell to one 
side as it struck the car and one of the shafts 
pierced Mr. Root’s body above the hip, pin- 
ning him to the back of the seat. 

For an instant there was ascene of confu- 
sion. Women screamed and fainted. The 
horse attached to the hose cart reared and 
plunged, while men did their best to hold him 
by the bits. Meanwhile Mr. Root, impaled 
upon the shaft, writhed in agony. Two men 
came to his assistance, lifted the dying man 

d carried him to the sidewalk, where Drs. 
CI W. Graham and E. W. Clark did their best 
to relieve his pain. In Mr. Root’s vest pocket 
was found his gold watch. The iron tip 
shaft first struck it, broke the case, and then 
glanced off to penetrate his body. Mr. Root 
was removed to his home on Jackson street, 
—— after lingering in terrible agony for 
three hours he died. 

Mr. Root was first employed in the office of 
the Clerk of the Uni States Court more 
than twenty years ago. In 1874 he suffered 
a partial stroke of paralysis and, giving up 
his work as record-writer, he went to Denver, 
where he spent some time in search of health. 
Returning to Chicago he was again employed 
at his old work, for nearly eighteen years 
he has béen constantly at his desk. | 

„Mr. Root will be greatly missed;” said 
Clerk Burnham yesterdey. He was the court 
of last resort in all matters relating to the 
business of the office. His long acquaintance 
with the work made him almost invaluable, 
and all of us were accustomed to ask and act 
on his advice in difficult questions. He was 
quiet, unassuming, accurate, and urbane, a 
model gentleman.” 

All of the officials in the Government Build- 
ing had the same testimony to bear. ‘They 
spoke of the dead man as a modest, straight- 
forward, capable, worker. 

Mr. Root lea ves a widow and three children, 
a son, now attending the University of Illinois, 
and two young daughters. Two brothers, in 
business in the city, also survive him. e 
funeral will be held today at 1 p. m. and will 
be private,

dence in the Murder Trial. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Aug. 10.—The examina- 
tion of Banker A. W. Little for shooting and 
killing Lawyer Johnston in Kansas City, Kas., 
July 19, was resumed Wednesday. Dr. Van 
Fossen, the witness whose absence in Chicago 
caused a postponement of the hearing from 
Saturday, returned Wednesday and was the 
first witness put on the stand by the défense. 
The story of the shooting as related by Dr. 
Van Fossen was a repetition of the stories told 
by other witnesses in its general outlines. On 
some points it was contradictory to the state- 
ments of E. W. Towner, the leading witness 
for the prosecution. The witness thought 
something was said by Johnston to Little 
prior to the shooting, but the events following 
so soon after had clouded his memory. The 
case is being hard fought and is exciting great 
interest.
